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(54) Audio Mode Automatic Control Method in A Video Cassette Recorder 
Abstract 

The present invention relates to an audio mode automatic control 
method in a video cassette recorder in which audio outputs can be outputted 
upon automatic conversion into mono or stereo style in a video cassette 
recorder, wherein the audio mode automatic control method in a video 
cassette recorder of the present invention is a method for automatically 
setting an audio mode in a video cassette recorder employing the KBPS 
(Korean Broadcasting Program System), the method including a first step of 
reading, upon conversion to a receiving mode, audio information 
corresponding to a program of a receiving channel from among KBPS 
information stored in accordance with the KBPS; a second step of converting 
into mono-mode when the read audio information is a mono-mode; a third 
step of converting into stereo-mode when the read audio information is a 
stereo-mode; a fourth step of judging whether mono-information, which is 
generated upon drop of receiver sensitivity in the stereo-mode condition, is to 
be impressed or not; a fifth step of counting, when the mono-information is 
impressed, the number of times such mono-information is impressed during 
a specified period of time, converting the same into mono-mode when the 
number is not less than a set specified number of times, and converting the 
same into stereo-mode when the number is less than the specified number of 
times; and a sixth step of selectively converting the audio mode upon 
repeatedly performing the fourth and the fifth steps until the receiving mode 
is completed. 
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[Claim 1] 

An audio mode automatic control method for automatically setting 
an audio mode in a video cassette recorder employing the KBPS (Korean 
Broadcasting Program System), comprising: a first step of reading, upon 
conversion to a receiving mode, audio information corresponding to a 
program of a receiving channel from among KBPS information stored in 
accordance with the KBPS; a second step of converting into mono-mode when 
the read audio information is a mono- mode; a third step of converting into 
stereo-mode when the read audio information is a stereo-mode; a fourth step 
of judging whether mono-information, which is generated upon drop of 
receiver sensitivity in the stereo-mode condition, is to be impressed or not; a 
fifth step of counting, when the mono-information is impressed, the number 
of times such mono-information is impressed during a specified period of 
time, converting the same into mono-mode when the number is not less than 
a set specified number of times, and converting the same into stereo-mode 
when the number is less than the specified number of times; and a sixth step 
of selectively converting the audio mode upon repeatedly performing the 
fourth and the fifth steps until the receiving mode is completed. 
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
